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The final Rejection of February 24, 2006 is withdrawn and the 
following rejection substituted therefor. 

Claims 11-18 and 24-34 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions 
and/or species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on June 28, 2005. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent,

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 

by Stauth et al. Stauth et al show, in Figure 1, a current sensor 10 adjacent 

to a current carrying line 16. Sensor 10 is identified as a Hall device but at 

column 3, lines 50-56, of Stauth et al, it is disclosed that an AMR or GMR 
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magnetoresistive device may be used in place of the Hall effect device. 
Magnetoresistive devices inherently are two terminal devices. Claim 1, 
lines 5-8 and claim 6, lines 4-9 are considered functional and not given 
patentable weight. Also the material added by claims 2-5 and 7-9 is 
considered functional and not given patentable weight. The AMR and 
GMR limitations of claims 10 and 1 1 are disclosed by Stauth et al. 
Applicants' attention is directed to MPEP Section 2114.
